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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-46 are pending in the application. Claims 47-57 have been canceled 
without prejudice or disclaimer due to the restriction requirement and as stated in the 
amendment filed on 6/30/2004. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, 34-39 and 40-43, drawn to a method in a computing system 
for constructing a sensitivity matrix and a memories collectively containing 
a sensitivity matrix data structure, classified in class 700, subclass 262. 

II. Claims 9-25 and 25, drawn to a method in a computing system for 
providing closed loop control of a process and a computer readable 
medium whose contents cause a computing system to provide closed loop 
control of a process, classified in class 700, subclass 37. 

III. Claims 26-32, 33 and 44-46, drawn to a method and an apparatus in a 
computing system for automatically configuring parameters controlling 
operation of a deposition chamber to deposit material on each sequence 
of wafers and a memories collectively containing a data structure for 
controlling a material deposition process, classified in class 700, subclass 
123. 
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3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions group I and group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can 

be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01). In the instant case the different inventions group I is related to a method in a 
computing system for constructing a sensitivity matrix and a memories collectively 
containing a sensitivity matrix data structure while the group II is related to a method in 
a computing system for providing closed loop control of a process and a computer 
readable medium whose contents cause a computing system to provide closed loop 
control of a process and group III is related to a method and an apparatus in a 
computing system for automatically configuring parameters controlling operation of a 
deposition chamber to deposit material on each sequence of wafers and a memories 
collectively containing a data structure for controlling a material deposition process. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter as shown by their different classification, restriction for the examination purposes 
as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II and III and vise versa, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

No. 37,376) on 
8/24/2004 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not 
result in an election being made. Applicant has requested to provide a formal 
election/restriction requirement.
